Like its neighbors in 
Asia* China has watched with growing concern as the Soviets have 
expanded their Pacific rioeti strengthened their now 52 tank and 
notor^ied rifle divisions in the Tar Eastr and deployed 135 of the 
new, trlple-warheaded SS-20»s in the Far East (with wore under 
construction) even though there, are no comparable weapons at all 
in Asia. 

Kor is China oblivious to what ia happening in neighboring 
Afghanistan. Not surprisingly, the Chinese have followed closely 
the UB-Bovlot nuclear arms control negotiations and the interna- 
tional controversy over the use of chrnical weapons in Afghanistan 
snd Southeast Asia.
